* Public opinion here in recent weeks 
has been shocked by the sinking of 
a hospital ship on the Black Sea, the 
summary execution of Captain Fry- 
att, the. seizure and banishment to 
distant and unknown labor camps of 
women and children ‘in Northern 
France, and the renewed Zeppelin 
raids on England involving the death 
of non-combatants. 


Now comes information that Ger- 
man airmen have bombarded a pas- 
senger train occupied by old men 
and women fifty miles’ behind the 
front. Russians say the occurrence 
was deliberate, and that the cruel 
and ‘cowardly massacre of civilians 
many leagues away from the excite- 
ment and turmoil of the fighting lines 
was entirely indefensible on the plea 
of military necessity or accident. The 
Passenger train occupied by old men 
and women was fifty miles from 
Dvinsk, on the Riga-Orlay system, 
some miles from thestation of B——, 
in a region of open fields, with no 
other, train approaching nor any other 
building near by. About 7.30 a.m, an 
aeroplane was seen coming up. 

Shutting off his engine the pilot of 
the aeroplane soared over the train 
at an elevation of only about 200 
feet and dropped a-bomb’ which 
missed the coaches by a few inches. 
Even then the passengers thought it 
must. be a Russian machine trom 
which the bomb had dropped accid- 
entally, for the craft flew the Rus- 
sian flag. 

It was, however a German Alba- 

tross. It dropped: a second bomb 
which also missed, but the third 
bomb fell on top ofa third-class car 
in the middle of the .train. It was 
crowded with passengers, and the ex- 
plosion killed or wounded several 
peasant women and ‘children, The 
German pilot then wheeled . around 
and sped back towards the front. 
- This occurrence has become widely 
known among the soldiers in the ad- 
vancing Russian armies with the ob- 
vious result that its recollection will. 
probably decide the-fate of hundreds 
of German men who might otherwise 
have had mercy shown to them at a 
moment when their Russian antag- 
onists had the choice of killing or 
taking them prisoners.. :

On the reverse side, to complete 
the memorial, this warning might ap-

Success Attends Long Series of Ex- 

_ periments by Prof. Boley ‘> 
The enormous damage done to the 
spring wheat. crop in Manitoba: and 


the niost sensational successes of the 
experimental farms. To Prof, Boley, 
of the North Dakota Agricultural 


producing after years of study a 
wheat which is.rust resistant, 

Alon : 
ally selected individual plants from 
the Russian wheat fields south of 
Kazan and on these he has. been 
working for thirteen years, The 
wheat has been a success, but owing 
to certain defects in its milling qual- 
ities it has not heen regarded with 
favor. until the present year, In face 
of the ehormous damage done in the 
Dakotas and Minnesota this year it 
is. the sensation of the hour, and the 
districts which have had the courage 
to grow this variety are in a posi- 
tion to provide many others with 
seed of a quality which would: have 
been unattainable if they had not had 
‘that courage. : 

The wheat is by this time a cross 
between the original Russian wheat 
and durum. wheat, and possesses 
many of the characteristics of the 
latter variety. Not only is it resist- 
ant to the rust scab, but it is’ also 
immune from other. funsarial and 
fungus root blights. It*‘held its own 
during the bad year of 1904-1905 and 
has been growing in favor in certain 
districts ever since and the kernels 
this year are seemingly bursting with 
glutten. ‘ i 
The chief objection to ‘this variety 


a oe 


dark a color. The elevator ‘men 
bought it without discrimination for 
a year or two, and then gave it up 
far more ‘quickly than the milling 
test warranted. It is a heavy. yield- 
er under rust conditions, and thrives 
especially on the drier and lighter 
lands. It has mainly been tried on 
“garden plots” which were known to 
be diseased and to those disease 
germs were due many of its black 
points. Prof, Boley says: “I am hop- 
ing this year’ to establish more clear- 
ly its real merits as to milling values, 
as many farmers on different land 
areas have promised to send in suffi- 
cient for larger tests... Furthermore, 
its native region is dryer, lighter 
land, and when it has been given a 
trial under these conditions I hope to 
see it lose many of its black points, 
which are due to disease only.

Warfare of the Huns 


Germans Use Non-Combatants as 
Fire Screen 


“A terrible day Of wrath awaits 
Germany. when the nations’ of the 
earth. have time to reflect upon the 
methods of German warfare, and 
when they are not afraid of being 
dragged into it as participants of its 
horrors.” 

Thus writes a Dutch statesman in 
comment upon the in- 
dictment that France brings against 
German officers in their treatment ,of 
French non-combatants in the occu- 
pied territory of their enemy, 

The full story,. with affidavits and 
other documentary proof, that have 
been presented to the public already, 
are so shocking in their inhuman 
significance that it is difficult for the 
human mind to conjure up grosser 
departures from the law, of nations 
and the dictates of sanity, 

We can only submit a few in- 
stances of German brutality. They 
must speak for themselves without 
further comment; 

In the Aisne Department a farmer 
who did not want to work was _un- 
dressed and sent, almost naked, into 
the fields under. rifle and shell fire, 
with his eyes bandaged and his hands 
bound. e was left there for a day, 
and then taken as a hostage to Ger- 
many. . 

Many witnesses declare that at 
different places, particularly in the 
Departments of the Aisne and Pas- 
de-Calais, the inhabitants were forc- 
ed to work in the trenches, 

A youth of 16 states that in Octo- 


-ber, 1914, he was forced, with some 


50 comrades, to do trench work in 
the Plain of L——, in the Pas-de- 
Calais, for six days. They were then 
taken to L——, where the Germans 
used them as shields, Forty of them 
were killed. The witness was woun- 
ded by the splinter of a “75” shell,

It was felt, how- 
ever, that Great Britain had _ not 
wholly understood the attitude of the 
American people, nor what they had 


desire to know what would be the 
verdict of the United States, the 
greatest nation outside the arena of 
the conflict, 
stantancous, spontaneous and over- 
whelming. This great impartial jury 
of American citizens, excluding those 
of Teutonic origin, with an amazing 
approach to unanimity, declared that 
Britain, France and Russia ' were 
fighting for the basic rights of civil- 
ization, and that their sympathies 
were with them. Why, then, it might 
be asked, did this verdict not find 
greater concrete - recognition in the 
attitude of the government? While 
not able to speak on this point with 
the frankness desired, Mr. Beck said 
that they cxaggerated the import- 
ance of political. government in the 
affairs of men. 

While the American people had had 
no opportunity of giving a. formal 
pronouncement, they had rendered 
not only a disinterested and dispas- 
sionate judgment, in favor of the al- 
lies, but had also worked for the 
allies, within the | limits 
neutrality, since the outbreak of, hos- 
tilities.

This was no visionary conception, 
but a vital fact. Had the great Am- 
erican commonwealth across the sea 
been loyal to this great English- 
speaking empire? He believed it had. 
But they had been very much em- 
barrassed in the outward and: con- 
crete expression of that loyalty. He 
thought the wisest minds of America 
now. recognized that the historic pol- 
icy of isolation must be abandoned 
if the American commonwealth was 
to play its due part in this great em- 
ire of the English-speaking race, 
he .American republic, Mr. Beck 
said, had made more than one sacri- 
fice to Britain in this crisis, while 
only a very few had profited by eup- 
plying munitions, No doubt they kad 
all profitted indirectly by the pros- 
perity which this trafic had caused, 
But there was: another side to the 
question. Did they suppose the Am- 
etican people did not know that by 
their action they had incurred the 
enmity of what was until very re- 
cently. the first military power of the 
world? Americans knew when they 
sold the munitions that if Germany 
won the war or even if the war end- 
ed in a draw they would be the next 
to be attacked. Mr. Beck concluded 
with a warning that the two great 
divisions of the English-speaking 
race should not misunderstand each 
other, because the next 25 years were 
sure to be portentious years for civ- 
ilization, The great Empire and the 
reat Republic would, he believed, 
ecome indissoluble, united in their 

interests, purposes and sympathy,
